legislation to end racial inequality 
was decried today as “woefully in- 
adequate" by Shad Polier, chair- 
man of the National Executive 
Committee of the American Jewish 
Congress. While noting that the 
83rd Congress “was no worse than 
its predecessors," Mr. Polier point- 
ed out that the new Administra- 
tion's failure to put through an 
“affirmative , program" on civil 
rights, “no matter how minimal," 
was particularly “disappointing." ^ 
In a statement analyzing the rec- 
ord of the 83rd Congress, Mr. Polier 
noted ^that little or no headway had 
been made by either the House or 
the Senate on all the standard 
items of the civil rights program.

bi - partisan Ives - Humphrey 
FEPC bill and on proposals to lib- 
eralize the McCarran-Walter Immi- 
gration Act — despite President 
Eisenhower’s campaign promise.

Mayor Raymond Tucker issued a 
proclamation calling attention to 
the landing of the first group of 
Jewish settlers, in“what is now 
New York, 300 years ago. 

The full proclamation reads: 
“Whereas, 300 year.s ago on Sep- 
tember 7, 1654, 23 Jews seeking a 
haven from religious persecution 
settled in New Amsterdam, and be- 
came the first Jewish community 
in continental United States, and 
Whereas, in the course of the 
following 3 centuries, this small 
band of pioneers have grown into 
the largest and most prominent 
community in the world, and 
Whereas, in war arid in peace in 
the colonial era and during the 
revolution, and after the Declara-

Chairman of the committee, Ferd 
Isserman, Jr., is the guiding spirit 
of the group. Until recently in the 
insurance field, he is now associ- 
ated with an advertising agency. 
He has been active in the Jewish 
Welfare Fund and the Jr. Chamber 
of Commerce. Helping him on the 
project were Stanley Glantz, art 
consultant to Woolworth Co., and 
graduate architect; Arthur Simon, 
graduate of the School of Business 
Administration at Washington U., 
who operates a real estate agency 
and was active on the Jewish Wel- 
fare Fund; Gloria Simon, secre- 
tary at Shaare Emeth Temple, for- 
mer chairman of the Volunteer 
Service Committee of the Young 
Adult Council; Jean Wasman, free 
lance artist, graduate of the School 
of Fine Arts at Washington U.; 
and Isaac Young, attorney, former 
president of the Young Adult Coun- 
cil and one of the leaders since its 
inception. 

The home selected at 1541 S. 3rd 
Sr. is inhabited by an elderly, ill 
couple who are unable to do the 
rudimentary repairs themselves. 
The project is part of a grand plan 
which, hopes Isserman, will snow- 
ball into awakening neighborhoods 
to get together and save their 
homes. The Housing Committee 
closely cooperates with the Citizens’ 
Council on Housing and Commu- 
nity Planning. The council together 
with the Health Dept, and other 
civic groups works in selected areas 
to alarm tenants and landlords to 
the dangers of an encroaching 
slum area.

St. Louis is one of the fqw cities 
Avhich has conducted a scientific 
housing suiwey some years ago. 
The results seem to indicate that 
two-thirds are either slum or blight- 
ed areas. The Y. A. C. Housing 
Committee will work in the blight- 
ed section to arrest the spread of 
the slum area. The St. Louis Mini- 
mum Housing Code cannot force 
residents to fight decay with a 
brush and a hammer. This indi- 
vidual interest, therefore, has to 
be enlisted.

duction into the Armed Forces un- 
til after Rosh Hashanah or \on\ 
Kippur, if such examination or in- 
duction is scheduled for either 
date.

As this is a first column, the 
V'riter would like to make some 
general observations on columns 
of this type, they are usually 
classed with the public educa- 
tiona activity which has been 
called mental hygiene" education 
and, more recently, "family life”’ 
education. Such activity can have 
o inefficiency of casting 

seed to the wind and letting them 
tall where they may. Particularity 
fit lectures in this field, can we 
observe that those who need it 
most, do not come; and those who 
come have been exposed too fre- 
quently to the same wisdom that 
they can often do as good a job as 
the speaker. 

Yet so many people attend such 
lectures and read such columns. 

They have a gi’eat popular ap- 
peal. Part of the attraction to 
such columns is the reader’s sense 
of identification with the writer 
where the raising of children is 
concerned. Everybody has .some 
claim to wisdom and expertness. 

Knowledge, familiarity, e.xperience 
and understanding of process are 
all involved in expertness. And 
what person has no such claims — 
if only from the lessons learned 
and convictions developed out of 
their own childhood. So universal 
is this “expertness” that anyone 
.who lacks enough of this convic- 
tion of rightness or competence is 
automatically supposed to feel in- 
ferior or guilty about it. Fortu- 
^nately, many do not feel this way. 

They can then not only talk; but 
learn to do something constructive 
about (1) Joey insisting on drink- 
ing milk only from a bottle at 
age 3, or (2) declining to move his 
bowels during a half hour on the 
bowl, but obviously enjoying it as 
he does so one minute after being 
tucked neatly and cleanly into bed, 
or (3) the countless other acts, 
habits, and emotional reactions of 
children which cause parents 
anxiety.

the charge of our own conscience 
that we are failures! 

Lot us hope that this column 
and the correspondence it will 
develop can accompli.sh something 
to change these irrational feel- 
ings. Particularly is this impor- 
tant for Jewksh people. We are so 
overwhelmingly devoted to -our 
children, we take so personal any 
reflection on ourselves — not only 
their failures, but 'even achieve- 
ments somewhat less than out- 
standing, tjiat our children receive 
extremes of treatment in what is 
permitted and what forbidden. 

The method we intend to use 
is correspondence. You are invited 
to write us of your problems, con- 
cerns, questions and beliefs. No 
person need to identify himself. 
Each column will develop a cen- 
tral theme growing out of as many 
letters as possible. Individual re- 
plies where requested will be 
mailed. No personal consultations 
will be possible. But when a situa- 
tion requires individual study and 
attention in our judgment, referral 
will be made to helpful facilities 
and resources that are available in 
the community. General informa- 
tion on community programs for 
child welfare, health and educa- 
tion will also, from time to time, 
be themes for our column. .

In two brief chapters on “The 
Jewish Heritage,” Lewisohn de- 
scribes its form and content, stress- 
ing the’ characteristics of endur- 
ance, of reoccurence and of “ever- 
presentness.”

Liberals were 
prepared for this eventuality and 
made known they would insist on 
protection of schools of fish to pre- 
serve academic freedom. But Sen. 
McCarthy was too busy in other 
troubled waters. 

Meanwhile, officials of the Em- 
bassy of Israel pondered the gefillte 
fish question on an unofficial level. 
Since protocol demands that Con- 
gress deal with embassies through 
the State Department, the matter 
would have been pursued through 
diplomatic channels. Embassy at- 
taches were themselves a little du- 
bious about what goes into gefillte 
fish. Some said the naval attache 
should be held responsible. Others 
felt that Addy Cohen, assistant eco- 
nomic officer, who deals with food- 
stuffs, was the man. 

Representativ^es Celler and 
O’Hara were both aware that if 
any agency in Washington knew 
about gefillte fish it was the Israel 
Embassy". But the Congressmen 
considered the issue as one that 
could be solved domestically with- 
out having to call for aid from a 
foreign, albeit friendly, power.

It is, therefore, of vital importance 
for the Jewish group to maintain 
a strong spiritual identification 
with Judaism, Biblical traditions, 
Jewish learning. No matter how 
outstanding and beneficial the 
service of the group may be, if it 
lacks a distinctive Jewish person- 
ality in its makeup, then it fails 
in creating a living Jewish com- 
munity and eventually would com- 
pletely go out of existence. 

In many American communities, 
the Sabbath as a day of rest is 
clearly manifest in all Jewish or- 
ganized activities. The offices are 
closed and the staffs are not re- 
quired to work on S^kturday. Cam- 
paign activities are conducted in 
a manner that does not conflict 
with the Spirits of the Sabbath. 
At fund raising dinners, only 


All Jewish leaders in the United 
States agree that the non-Jewish 
character of the environment in 
which we live, constitutes the most 
fundamental and inescapable chal- 
lenge to traditional Judaism. The 
process of adjustment of the mi- 
nority to the culture of the non- 
Jewish majority has been, in the 
eyes of many, a task of herculean 
proportions. Undoubtedly, the rapid 
disintegration of Jewish religious 
observance in our times is a direct 
or indirect outgrowth of the man- 
ner and position the American Jew 
has taken in solving this problem. 

It is axiomatic that one cannot 
maintain a position of constant 
vigilance, ready sacrifice and lofty 
idealism, for too long a time. Feats 
of heroism are spontaneous and 
only extraordinary circumstances 
are conducive for its manifestation. 
To be a fighter, a soldier in the 
army of God 24 hours a day, 
every day of one's lifetime, can 
obviously only be the lot of a few. 

The problem of environmental 
adjustment to the dominant culture 
outside the periphery of Judaism 
is one which concerns the Ameri- 
can Jew only as an individual. 
Only he is in daily contact with 
non-Jewish influences at school, 
business and the professions, at 
home and in his neighborhood. 

When, however, we discuss the 
manner in which Jewish national 
and local groups and organizations 
are discharging their responsibili- 
ties to the American Jewish com- 
munity, we deal with an entirely 
different situation. 

The Jew, when functioning col- 
lectively as part of an organized

A pipeline of “new blood" 
was needed to pump fresh life and 
manpower into the system of com- 
munity agencies and services. 

In 1948, the Federation estab- 
lished the Young Adult Council, as 
a major division of its operations, 
for men and women aged 18-30, in

A plan which had been formu- 
lated previously by the staff and 
discussed with a number of key 
young adults, was presented, fully 
discussed, and finally accepted. 

The plan called for a double- 
barreled approach. A committee of 
young adults— to be called the 
Agency Services Committee— were 
to conduct periodically a series of 
informal meetings in the homes of 
members on the work of the. health, 
welfare and recreational agencies 
in the community. Agency directors 
and Board presidents were to be 
invited to these meetings. 

Simultaneously a program of 
“field work" would be instituted. It 
would add the “learn by doing" in- 
gredient. The young adults believed 
that the orientation sessions would 
come to life if they could relate 
the material presented to them to 
actual experiences they were hav- 
ing. 

Selected young adults were to be 
chosen and “placed" with certain 
agencies for committee work, for 
special projects, or for observing 
the deliberations of the Board of 
Directors. 

Shortly thereafter the executives 
of Federation agencies were called 
together by the Federation Direc- 
tor .for discussion, on the program. 
The executives gave wholehearted 
approval and pledged their support. 

The Agency Services Committee 
of the Young Adult Council’ has 
been operating now for 2 years. It 
has become the top status program 
in the Council. Agency people, lay 
and professional, have been im-
